cents, but it isn't fair to say that 
that Is the purchasing value of 
the rouble. For instance, just for 
the fun of it wo priced a choco- 
late bar one night. It was five 
roubles and 80 ,kopecks, or to us, 
SI, 25, too expensive to buy. To 
a Russian that would probably be 
the equivalent of 20 or 25 cents. 
The high rate for roubles simply 
means that Russia is trying to ge't 
all the foreign exchange she can. 

"But that does not make travel- 
ling in Russia impossibly high. 
All tourist arrangements are 
under Intourist. There are special 
arrangements, special hotels. 
Prices ore high but the actual 
cost of the stay in Russia Is not 
high. For first-class travel it is 
$15 a day; second-class, $8; third- 
class, $5. We were travelling 
third-class. 

"We had plenty to eat, but not 
much variety. The accommodation 
was adequate. In Leningrad we 
were located in a pre-rcvolutiou- 
ary hotel, which must have been 
the centre of a good deal of life 
in the old days. We had a suite, 
finished En gill, with gold-plated 
candelabra. The bathroom was 
like the living-room in n small 
house. 

"Another' interesting thing is 
the fact that all art treasures ore 
being preserved with scrupulous 
care. We visited a wonderful 
palace in Leningrad, converted 
into nn art museum. Art treasures 
have been brought there from all 
over Europe. They have in the 
winter palace one of the finest 
orl galleries in Europe, not ex- 
cluding the Louvre in Paris. The

It was a wonderfully convincing story that Mr. 
Hepburn had to tell at the nominating convention 
at Richmond Hill on Saturday night, with one 
exception. He had a story to tell of millions of 
dollars collected in succession duties and turned 
back to the people in tax reductions, effective and 
prospective. He had a story to teU of increasing 
revenues, a balanced budget and a reduced debt. 
The applause of those picked party men, dele- 
gates to the convention, was distinctly weak and 

scattered, however, when Mr. Hepburn declared 

that he preferred to see drinking done in public, 
out in the open, under government supervision, 
v/ith the implication that the beverage rooms had 
just transformed illicit drinking into legal drink- 
ing and not affected the volume. 

Protecting Youth 

Mr. Hepburn said that the Henry government 
had tried to make beer an issue in the last election 
and that he had taken the question out of politics 
by accepting their plank. The Henry government 
had planned to give beer licenses to restaurants 
but he had not done so, Mr. Hepburn said. He 
believed in protecting youth from this evil, Mr. 
Hepburn also said. Mr. Hepburn neglected to 
mention that he had abolished beer and wine 
permits, and had thereby made the work of police 
in checking up on bootleggers much more difficult. 

Liquor Advertising 

Mr. Hepburn also said that he had not permitted 
the advertising of liquor in Ontario, but is this 
true? At the present time lie is permitting a 
hypocritical advertising campaign by the brewing 
industry in the interests of "true temperance," 
when everyone knows that the real pur|M>sc of the 
campaign is to try to stem the rising tide of Indig- 
nation against the beverage rooms and drinking 
driving. The real purjwsc is to maintain and 
increase the sale of alcohol. The most recent 
advertisement contains the statement: "People are 
going to drink, you know." Of course they are 
going to drink as long as individuals or govern- 
ments make money out of it. The advertisement 
calls temperance workers and prohibitionists, "agi- 
tators," About the "few people" who "don't know 
when to stop." the advertismenl says: "Lows won't 
change these people. But in time education will 
reduce their number, stop young people growing 
up in their footsteps." But who is supplying the 
education? The money to educate people as to 
the effect of alcohol on wind, limb and mind should 
come out o( the immense revenues received from 
Us sale, if sold it must be, just as the money to 
push the cause of the beverage rooms is coming 
out of its sale. 

Beer For Motorists 

It is a wonder to us how the people who write 
those "true temperance education" advertisements, 
the people who pay for them, and the people with 
money invested in the brewing industry can sleep 
of nights. We wonder how Mr. Hepburn himself 
can sleep of nights when he tells us at Richmond 
Hill that the beverage rooms are a big attraction 
to the (motoring) tourist industry and his depart- 
ment of highways advises the public: If you drive, 
don't drink; if you drink, don't drive, Mr. Hep- 
burn said that his government had thought of 
closing the beverage rooms to women but they 
had found that this would be offensive to the 
tourist industry. 

Out of Polities? 

Mr. Hepburn made what he called an "important 
announcement." He said that if returned to office 
he would appoint a supreme court judge, a Liberal 
member of the legislature and an opposition mem- 
ber as a non-political liquor commission and take 
the liquor question out of politics. We understood 
that he meant he would do this if Mr. Howe would 
undertake to do likewise. The suggestion is uncon- 
structive. It would be just a nice way for the 
government of the day to avoid responsibility for 
the administration of this controversial measure. 
If Mr. Hepburn would undertake to appoint an 
independent liquor commission and give it all 
the revenues from the sale of liquor to be used 
for temperance education he would be doing some- 
thing, but to think that he can take the question 
out of politics as long as government liquor sales 
are an important source of government revenue 
Is not to think deeply. For instance, would he 
permit such a commission to do what he wouldn't 
permit himself to do, to close the beverage rooms 
to women, or to do anything else that interfered 
with government revenues? 

Not Settled Yet 

Prohibition at the present lime Is not practical 
and when sufficient whole-hearted and enthusi- 
astic government education on the subject has 
been done to moke it practical prohibition may 
be unnecessary, but on the other hand the present 
Situation, with* private individuals making money 
out of the manufacture of liquor and of beer and 
wine, and out of the Bale of beer and wine, and 
the government pushing sales, will not bo long 
tolerated. For Mr. Hepburn to proposo to take the 
question out of politics at this stage, In other 
words, to maintain the status quo, Is as though 
he were to retire from a poker game In mid-even- 
ing, with Ida winnings filled high, just as the luck 
had begun to turn against him.

Needed All the Time 

It would seem that a school nurse would be a 
profitable investment at any time. A nurse is 
particularly useful when there is an epidemic 
about, but could perform almost as great sen-ices 
at all times of the school year. When children 
are home ill, the school board loses part of its 
grant, and the children suffer the loss of valuable 
school days. Little illnesses often lead too to per- 
manent infirmities. A nurse, administering an 
ounce of preventive advice, would save parents 
many a pound of worry and work over a sick bed. 
A nurse would cost money, of course, a good part 
of a mill on the tax rate, but would save many 
parents and the community as a whole much more 
than that in the long run. For instance, the pre- 
vention of two or three cases of tuberculosis which 
might have become hospital cases and charges of 
the town treasury would pay a nurse's salary. 
Tuberculosis is perhaps more common among 
those who have left school and started work, but 
it is quite possible that these cases would be fewer 
if their health during school years had been more 
carefully watched. 

Isolation Ward 

Another everyday need is suggested by Dr. 
Wesley, and that is an isolation ward at the York 
County hospital. During the present paralysis 
epidemic there has been a pressing need for an 
isolation hospital or ward. These crises are con- 
tinually recurring, making an isolation ward prac- 
tically an everyday need. It is said that the hospi- 
tal also badly needs an obstetrical ward, and that 
plans arc being made to provide the needed extra 
accommodation.

not sure of the ethical basis of the co-operative 
movement's claim to being Christian, particularly 
when it is competing with other businesses; but 
wc can see that if it eventually forced all com- 
peting business to the wall, as it quite possibly 
may do, a. nation of co-operatives, that is, of in- 
dustries and retail outlets owned by their cus- 
tomers, would be more harmonious and neighborly 
and Christian than a nation of competitors. 

The Co-OperaUve Idea 

The co-operative movement mny be idealistic 
but il also happens to be based on very practical, 
hard-headed business ideas. The co-operative 
store has a scheme for bringing its customers back 
regularly, ond for increasing its customers, ond 
what store wouldn't like to hove such a scheme. 
'Hie principle, of course. Is to give the store's 
profits back to its customers in proportion to 
their purchases. In other words, the co-operulive 
store, after paying its dividends, has sold at cost. 
Selling at cost, once a store gets well established, 
assures the store of a big turnover, and the big 
turnover keeps the cost low. 

An Economic Answer 

Perhaps the co-operative movement, which aims 
gradunlly to operate its own wholesales and Its 
own manufacturing plants, turning its profits over 
lo those whose needs ore greatest (that is, those 
who buy from the retail stores) instead of to 
people who may already hove more money Hum 
they can spend, litis a real solution for our eco- 
nomic problems.

"The population was not starv- 
ing. In Moscow we visited the 
parks of rest and culture. We 
saw 75,000 people there. We 
visited a children's park, where 
there was every sort of workshop, 
gardens, dancing schools, play- 
grounds, supervised and directed 
by people who knew what they 
were doing. There were 5,000 or 
6,000 children at one of these 
parks on an ordinary day. It was 
one of 20 parks or so in the city. 

"There is no question in the 
mind of the average person about 

going back to the old days. They 

were tremendously enthused 
about the polar fliers. 

"They have completed the 



largest canal in the world, the 
Moscow-Volga canal. They are 
now building 13 new bridges over 
the canal. The new Palace of 
the Soviets will be the highest 
building in the world. It is to 
give accommodation to 3,000 
soviet delegates, and an audience 
of 17,000. It is being planned 
entirely by Russian architects. 
Russia is now planning an ex- 
tensive canal system to run from 
the Baltic to the south of Russia 
ultimately. 

"There are no restrictions on 
tourists except that no visitors ore 

allowed in the Kremlin itself, of 
course. 

"We visited Lenin's tomb. They 
are building up a myth about his 
memory. There are 10,000 visi- 
tors in a day. The body is lying 
there, wonderfully preserved. 

"It is obvious that Russia is 
giving a good deal of attention to 
military preparations. There is 
no feeling that the army is being 
built up for aggression at all. It 
is straight defence, in fear of 
Japan and Germany. 

"Russia has a long way to go 
to raise the living standards of 
the people before they are any- 
where comparable with those of 
the rest of Europe. 

"There is a good deal of regu- 
lation in Russia that cannot help 
but be offensive lo people with 
our general background. Their 
customs examination is probably 
the most thorough in the world, 
but extremely polite.

A motion for a slight reduction 

of the water rates of commercial 
users was brought before the 
town council on Tuesday by 
Councillor Howard Bunn, chair- 
man of the waterworks commit- 
tee. The reduction is retroactive 
to April 1. 

The new rate will be 10 cents 
per thousand gallons for the first 
100,000 gallons, with a seven-cent 

rate on each thousand gallons 

used thereafter. The rate will 
not affect St. Andrew's College 
or the Collis Leather Company, 
for whom separate contracts exist. 

Mr. Bunn further recommended 
that accounts be rendered 
monthly and that a penalty of 
five per cent be imposed on pay- 
ments that were a month over- 
due. This was also adopted. 

Test work should be commenced 
in the hear future to locate 
another source of water supply, 
Mr. Bunn felt. The town, he 
.stressed, was now dependent on 
only one source. If anything hap- 
pened to that source, he said, the 
town would be in a calamitous 
position. 

Mr. Bunn outlined a plan for 
the installation of water meters. 
This, he believed, was necessary to 
cut down waste. The meters, ac- 
cording to the plan, could be in-

I thank you for tho unanimous 
convention," 



"It is a great honor to be on] 
the platform tonight with the pre- 
mier of Ontario and my good' 
friend, Morgan Baker," said W. 
P. Mulock, M.F. for North York. 
"This is a large convention, repre- 
sentative of the riding, unani- 
mous in sentiment, and they will 

work for Mr. Baker. 

""Mr. Hepburn has done with- 
out fear or favor that which he 
has believed to be in the inter- 
ests of the people of Ontario. „It 
is the finest record that any pro- 
vincial government has turned in, 
at least since I have been alive." 

"I don't suppose that anyone in 
the history of Ontario has been 
more bitterly criticized than I 
have been," said Mr. Hepburn, 
reading a platform description of 
himself as a "vile and vulgar ac- 
cident, which has just happened, 
and hoping that he might "never 
again raise his serpent head from 
the cesspool in which he was 

spawned." 

"It is not flattery, but when 
Mr. Harry Johnson, secretary of 
the Ontario Liberal Association, 
was making up my speaking 
itinerary, I told him in no 
uncertain terms that I wanted to 
speak in this historic riding of 
North York," Mr. Hepburn said. 
"I had many pleasant memories 
of previous visits to North York. 

"I want to say that Mr. Baker 
has given unsparingly of his time 

to serve this riding. Everything 
said about Mr. Baker by his 
mover and seconder was true and 
deserved. 

"I have already announced for 
next year a straight reduction of 
$5 in license plates. What does 
that mean? A man goes into 
town to buy a license. He will 
have enough money left to buy a 
pair of shoes for one of his chil- 
dren. That's sound financing. We 
have balanced our budget and re- 
duced the public debt for the 
first time in this century. 

•The reduction in the cost of 
motor licenses will mean $2,500,- 
000. In our first year in office, as 
Morgan Baker has told you, we 
had an open break with the money 
interests of Toronto, which re r 
suited in a savings of $2,500,000 
a year. 

"When we came into office the 
timber lands of northern Ontario 
were being burned and depre- 
ciated. They were held by spe- 
culators who wouldn't sell, while 
the timber mills were moving to 
the southern United Stales to 
make southern pine into news- 
print with a new process. 

"We put through our timber re- 
allocation bill. We obtained con- 
trol of a large portion of the 
timber lands. We told U.S. mills 
that we were prepared to sell to 
them if they would guarantee 
continuity of operation. Wc have 
brought in 12 new mills, repre- 
senting $4,000,000. 

"It is some satisfaction that 
there is not a single unemployed 
man in northern Ontario. 

"I wish to make a very import- 
ant announcement with regard to 
the Liquor Control Act. In 1934 
the Conservatives tried to make 
beer an issue. We wouldn't allow 
it to be an issue. They intended 
to give beer to restaurants. We 
haven't done that. 

"I am going to go the whole 
way and take beer and wine out 
of politics. I will issue this chal- 
lenge to Mr. Rowe. I am going 
to secure a supreme court judge 
to act as chairman of the liquor 
control board, and I will appoint 
a Liberal member of the legisla- 
ture to the board, and I will ask 
the leader of the opposition to 
appoint a Conservative member 
of the legislature to the board. 
We are going to let them have a 
free hand. 

"I believe in local option," Mr. 
Hepburn said. "I have been cri- 
ticized for my attitude toward the 
Canada Temperance Act. A New 
Brunswick judge has just de- 
clared the Canada Temperance 
Act unconstitutional and void. 

"I want to take liquor out of 
politics. I want to save our 
youth. Where a municipality 
votes itself dry, I am very happy 
to close up the licensed places. 

"We have to consider the 
tourists. We considered shutting 
the beverage rooms to women. 
But we found It would antagonize 
the tourists. 

"I would rather see the liquor 
business out in the open than to 
return to the dives of prohibition. 

"We are investigating an estate 
in Hamilton in which we claim 
that the province was defrauded 
of $1,500,000. 

"We collected over $1,500,000 
from a young Toronto millionaire 
who boasted that he had beaten 
tiie succession duties department. 
We could have sent him to jail, 
but 'wc preferred to collect the 
penalties. 

"We hove investigated 44 
estates that owe the province be- 
tween $50,000,000 and $00,000,000 
Wc arc investigating more estates. 
We arc stalled at the present 
time. The validity of the act is 
being questioned in the courts. I 
hud no thought of going to the 
country until this happened. We 
budgetted for $22,000,000 in sue* 
cession duties. We expect to gel 
$30,000,000. 

"If we are returned to power, 
all litigation will cease. 

"We expect to increase our re- 
venue lo $30,000,000 n yeor from 
succession duties for the next few 
years. This litigation was the 
main factor in sending us to the 
country two years before we 
needed to go, 

"No one has been n more con- 
sistent advocate of cheaper power 
for ruroi dwellers than Morgan 
Baker/' Mr, Hepburn said in dis- 
cussing the Hydro contracts can- 
cellation. 

"I believe in the right of the 
laboring man to organize, to 
strike, but I bclicvo In the right 
of men to work and those who 
want to work will havo tho full 
support of the province of On- 
tario. 

"Ovor there In tho U.S. the 
C.I.O. openly defied tho law. But 
here they were moro careful, be- 
cause they know our jails were 
yawning for them, 

"If we are successful In thin 
election you are going to sco tho 
greatest industrial development 
In the history of tho province of 
Ontario, because Industries are 
being tirlvon out of the United 
States into Ontario."

Realizing the anxiety which exists in the public mind today with respect to the increased prevalence of Poliomyelitis 
("Infantile Paralysis 1 ') in Toronto and other parts of the province, the Academy of Medicine of Toronto, which 
represents more than one thousand physicians, called a special meeting of its Council, September 1st, to review the 
whole situation. To this meeting were invited representatives from all departments of medicine interested in this 
subject. 

At the conclusion of the conference, during which time all of the pertinent facts of the present situation 
were presented and discussed, it was felt that, in fairness to the public, an official statement should be made to 
set forth the facts exactly as they exist. To this end, a committee was appointed to prepare and issue an official 
statement, which follows: '

Poliomyelitis ("Infantile Paralysis") is a communicable disease. 

It is definitely known that it is caused by the entrance into the 
body of a minute form of life known as a virus. It is known 
also that this virus enters commonly through the upper part of 
the nasal tract. There is no evidence that the disease Is con- 
veyed by riles or domestic animals. 

When an outbreak of the disease occurs, healthy persons as 
well as those ill with the disease are found to harbour the virus 
in die secretions of the nose and throat. The disease is, there- 
fore, spread through the contact of persons one with another. 

Usually the virus occasions only a mild illness but some- 
times the virus enters the central nervous system, which may 
result in paralysis. The majority of adults are not susceptible 
to the 'disease. 

Present SitiitiOon 

While the number of cases reported in Toronto is greater than 
in any previous outbreak of this disease, and there h no reason 
to presume that the incidence rate Is likely to decline within 
the next two or three weeks, it must be borne in mind that not 
25% of these cases show any evidence whatever of paralysis. 
Furthermore, among those developing paralysis, the majority 
eventually will recover complete use of their paralysed limbs. 
It would appear, therefore, that while there is every reason for 
the public to view the present situation with concern, there is 
no justification for undue alarm or hysterical behaviour. 

According to figures computed by tho Department of 
Health, Ontario, to date, there arc estimated to be 750 cases In 
Ontario, of which 285 have occurred in the City of Toronto. 
Of this number, 212 cases have been admitted to the Rlverdale 
Isolation Hospital, only $4 of whom developed some degree 
of paralysis. There were 11 deaths in this aroun. Statistics of 
a similar nature apply to the Hospital for Sick Children, which 
has received Its cases not only from Toronto but from other 
parts of the province.

These include the strict isolation of all persons ill with the 
disease and the quarantine of those who nave been in imme- 
diate contact. 



In as much as it is not known who arc or arc not carriers 
of this disease, it is advisable to reduce to a minimum, contact 
with other people. In other words, keep out of crowds. As 
children arc particularly susceptible, It is most important that 
they be kept as far as possible from mingling with other per* .. 
sons, For this reason, the opening of the schools of Toronto . 
has been deferred and the Department of Health of the Pro* 
vlncc of Ontario has recommended to parents that they see to 
it that their children avoid attendance at theatres, playgrounds, 
bathing pools and beaches and other places of amusement 
where children congregate. The Academy agrees with the pro- 
vincial and municipal health authorities that the responsibility 
for the control of the activities of children Is primarily the 
duty of the parents. 

The Department of Health of Ontario has completed 
within Its own organisation plans whereby serum for the 
treatment of this disease is available in any part of the province 
upon the request of the attending physician.

Nnwtl Spray 

lixpcrimcntal work with anlmnls indicates that Poliomyelitis 
can be prevented by spraying the extreme upper part of the 
Inside of the nose with a harmless solution of xinc sulnhate. - 
This was discovered during the past year. To date, its value in 
the prevention of Poliomyelitis In humans is not known. To 
be In any degree effective, tho spray must be applied high up 
inside tho nose, This can only be done with a specially con- 
structed atomiser and by n physician thoroughly familiar with 
this type of work, The application of this or any other spray 
by an ordinary atomizer or to the lower part of the nose Is 
quite useless, The possible value of tho nasal spray
